| Government intend to avoid the calamity 


of partition? We do not know, because it 
has consulted nobody in Ireland. Wher 
Mr. Duke took office he laid down the 
principle that an Irish settlement could 
only be brought about by agreement among 
Irishmen. The present Government has 
turned its back on this principle. Since 
it accepted responsibility, some weeks ago, 
for a new attempt to find a settlement, it 
has never sought to find that settlement 
in Ireland, ..It has chosen to work from 
without rather than from within. It has 
substituted the pressure of foreign opinion 
and an appeal to the exigencies of war for 
the education of Irish opinion and an 
appeal to the best interests of Ireland. 
We respect American opinion, and we are 
prepared to accept any sacrifice that vic- 


} tory demands; but neither respect nor 


sacrifice will bring us an inch nearer to 
a real settlement. On the contrary, the 
Government s policy has created a new 
obstacle to settlement. The Nationalist 
Party, which knows that Nationalist Ire- 
land will reject county option or any-other 
form of exclusion, is calling once more 
for the coercion of Unionist Ulster. It is 
making a characteristic use of the new 
forces which the Government has brought 
into play. It tells Ministers that. Ulster 
must be coerced in the interests of the 
American alliance. It draws fantastic 
pictures of a Russia seething with, dis- 
content over the dubious destinies of Fer- 
managh and Tyrone. Two British Primo 
Ministers have declared that the coercion 
of Ulster is unthinkable. The Govern- 
ment’s own tactics are largely responsible 
for tie renewed audacity wath which the 
NationaMt Party now challenges that clear 
decision.

Telegrams from Petrograd show that a 
serious crisis has arisen in the internal 
affairs of Russia. Hts oocasion is the pub- 
lication of a Note which M. Miliukoff, 
Minister for Foreign Affaiis, has addressed 
to the Allied Governments with regard to 
the objects to be attained in the war; but 


its causes are to be found so far back as. 


the outbreak of the Revolution. We may 
be clear at the outset, however, as to the 
issue. It is not an issue between the pro- 
secution of the war and a separate peace 
for Russia ; itis an issue between two con- 
ceptions of the character of the war. The 
Provisional Government stands for tha 
one, the Executive Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates.

To-day’s sitting of Parliament was but 
sparsely attended. The main business was 
the consideration of the Billeting of 
Civilians Bill in Committee. There were a 
few questions, of no great importance. Mr. 
Kellaway, in reply to Mr. Anderson, ad- 
mitted that a strike involving some thirty 
thousand engineers has been going on in 
South Lancashire for about six weeks, and 
that all efforts at conciliation had so far 
proved ineffective. The strike was said to 
have been brought about by the refusal of 
the employers to comply with the regula- 
tions under the Mynitions of War Act, 
and the Ministry has now lodged a com- 
plaint against the firms in question. 

Mr. Swift MacNeill is seldom caught 
tripping on a question of Parliamentary 
etiquette ; but he fairly put his foot. in it 
to-day when he complained to the Speaker 
that questions were constantly addressed 
to “an unknown person,” the President 
of the Board of Trade, who was not a 
member of either House of Parliament. 
“ But he is a member of the House,” said 
the Speaker, “and is frequently on the 
Ministerial Bench.” There is this much 
excuse for Mr. MacNeill—that Sir Albert 
Stanley, when he attends the House, in- 
variably occupies a seat at the extreme end 
of the Treasury Bench which is almost 
obscured from view, and that he rarely, if 
ever, answers questions himself, but leaves 
that duty to Mr. George Roberts, the 
Under-Secretary. 

Many members of the House of Commons 
will be sorry if the rumour that Captain 
Bathurst is about to resign his post as 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Food Con- 
troller should prove correct. He is an ex- 
cellent example of the advantage of trans- 
forming a poacher into a game-keeper. 
Formerly a most pertinacious critic of the 
Government, and particularly of the Board 
of Agriculture, he hag, proved in office 
unusually capable and uipped. The 
most tricky questions Mensting the dis- 
tribution of food rarely find him at a loss, 
and there is often an epigrammatic finish 
in his replies which substantially adds to 
their effect. Lord Levonport will not 
easily find a man to replace him in this 
respect. Mr. Kennedy Jones, whose name 
has been mentioned, has yet to win his 
spurs as a Parliamentarian. 

It seems certain that the Government 
will do all that lies in its power to avoid 
the issue of bread tickets, and it is pos- 
sible that the steps now being taken to 
warn the people of the real situation will 
have a great effect. Nobody wants tu 
follow German ideas, and the reports 
of the Food Economy Committees in 
different parts of the country show 
that the understanding among the 
people is improving every day. Tn the 
course of a few weeks we shall probably 
see towns emulating one another in efforts 
to bring down consumption of breadstufis 
to the lowest possible figure. If all goes 
well with the crops this summer, there 
should be little fear of starvation through 
the winter, for the cultivation of foodstuiis 
has seized upon the imagination of the 
Englishman to an extraordinary degree. 
In and around London the allotments can 
be numbered by thousands. Many of the 
public open spaces are covered with them, 
while ground by the side of the railway 
tracks is more cultivated than it has ever 
been.
